Gateways in Research 
That was an able and instructive address 
given this week in the city by Dr. William 
Newton, plant pathologist of the Qominion 
Experimental Farm at Bazan Bay for the 
past 17-years, -Dr,.Newton dealt with plant 
research, upon which subject he is specially 
qualified to speak. His underlying message 
was that research can do much to improve 
human living, and that without calling upon 
miracles. More often than not, the materials 
unrecognized, are closest_at hand: The ex- 
traction of vegetable oil from the red cedar 
is a case in point. There are many others. 
British Columbia, Dr. Newton showed, 
is rich in a wide variety of native plants 
which yield highly specialized products. Iron 
from the hips of the wild rose, digitalis from 
foxgloves, Vitamin C from green walnuts 
were only a few of mamy examples he men- 
tioned, Dr, Newton did not refer to it, but 
it 1s on record -whatehe is the man who has 
traced down plant diseases in cane-bearing 
small fruits on Vancouver Island over the
